John Gabree’s article "Ameri* 
can Soldiers of Fortune Go Public" 
(Voice, Dec'ember 8) aroused a 
few memories for me, having had 
a small passing romance with that 
syndrome in the pre-Vietnam War 
era.

He is pathetic because 
he "lives out this adventure ritual i 
w'ithout danger of actually killing 
or being killed.” Quite so, but isn't 
the "mere” who places himself in 
an actual situation of "killing and 
being killed" to prove his manhood 
indulging equally in fantasy heroi¬ 
sm? Is "manhood" to be found 
primarily in coui'age for itself or in 
adopting an ethic and being able to 
suffer for it? Like the drunken deer 
hunter, the subjects of the article 
are pathetic in their search for the 
hero’s role, without the hero’s 
commitment. Tfiat search can only 


end in a sado-masochistic game. 

The moral and ethical vacuum 
that we have found ourselves in the 
last few years has made it difficult 
indeed to conceive of heroism. The 
popular hero figure has come a 
long way from Gary Cooper’s 
sheriff in "High Noon” of 1952, to 
the characters of Clint Eastwood, 
for whom the editor of "Soldiers of 
Fortune" seems to be auditioning. 
Brave perhaps, but not a hero,

Dear Eklitor: 

Consider this an open letter, a 
statement of anger and irritation, 
rather than a rebuttal. No one 
asked me to write it and I am not 
an NYU administrator looking to 
earn an extra stripe. I am a long¬ 
time faculty member in the hu¬ 
manities at NYU, concerned at 
least as much as C^eoffrey Stokes

in times of dlminijihiiiR resources. 

Next, Mr. Slokes ini reduces the 
leader to Dr. L Jay Oliva, now 
vice-presidciii^for academic plan¬ 
ning. The article implies ambi¬ 
guously That Oliva is one of the few 
pt»nple at NYU to have a real sense 
of wliat a university should tx* 
while insinuating that Saw'hill 
sneakily named him to a high (X)st 
by}xissing many other worthies. 
The fa(*ulty is represented as being 
affronted that Oliva wan now' 
'Tanktsl alxjve'' one of the deans. 
The facts are (a) Oliva "ranked 
aixjve'* that dean even b<»fore Sa- 
whiil.came to NYU, (h) I have not 
met a siiigle faculty membe^r who 
has even r^emotely ext^tessed or 
intimated such an opinion, (c) 
Oliva is an outstandingly able and 
proven academic administrator, 
highly legarded by lliose who have 
had any direct dealings with him, 
and (d) it is no more the ai7ibition 
of every' dean to become vice-pres- 
idemt tluin it is that pf every pro- i 
fessor to become dean. 

Stokes then turns his attention to 
President Sim'hill. “Though he 
earned a dixdorate, it is in Busi¬ 
ness Administration, not in an aca¬ 
demic di.scipline.'* That ominous 
“though*' is meant to make us 
ac<T'[>t die subsequent major as¬ 
sumption of the article, that Sa- 
whill is tuniing NYU into a v(xa- 
tiorial sc^hool while selling out the 
liberal arts. This is W'hat the piece 
is really all about, and in order to 
make the fxhnt strikingly* Slokes 
leaves out no trick in attacking Sa- 


whill. 

Plverything wTitten about his 
first few' months at NYU is made to 
apfxar akin to a plot to subvert the 
university community. When we 
are told that he "has gone out of his 
w'ay to meet with faculty and 
students,'* it is made to seem 
srjmehow' sinister. An unnamed 
“tenureti member of the English 
D(*pa It merit*' is reported to be 
pondering apoc“alyptic thoughts: 
“once you disband a C‘ommuniiy of 
scholars, then**s no rebuilding 
it.'* 

The disbanding of the communb 
ly of scholam is suppos<'dIy Sa- 
whill's devilishly clever scheme 
for destroying the IdxTal arts in 
order to opi^n the floodgates to 
subversion by '*a managerial 
class." Wliat drivel! In his pro- 
nouncemenls to the uni verity 
community at every level, Dr. 
Sawhill has unequivocally stated 
his commitment to the centrality 
of the libtu'al arts. Significantly, he 
has dep;uted fmm previous NYU 
fiscal p(>Ucy that dictated “every 
tub on its own Ixitiom** and which 
was viewed as a particular threat 
by the iDerennially deficit-pr'oduc- 
ing Am-Science complex. The Sa- 
w'hill |K)licy proposed to have the 
wealthy sctiools help the poorer 
ones. In .small, serious think ses¬ 
sions w'ith faculty members from 
all schools and at all ranks, Saw'hill 
is earTiesfly exploring ways of 
stiTiigthening the fxisition of the 
liberal arts. I have participated in 
st>me of these sessions and have 
come away with ver^ positive feel¬ 


ings. Sawhill miiy not have the 
answers, but I at least think that he 
has some of the questions and that 
he is looking for the answers. 

To conclude, as Mr. Stokes does, 
that NYU should be left to die since | 
saving it means no more than 
“that the local branch manager of 
Manufacturers Hanover was edu¬ 
cated there rather than at Ohio 
State,** is, to use a hallowed aca¬ 
demic phrase, pure bullshit. It has 
nothing to do with the reality of 
this institution whose intellectual 
assets far outw-eigh its liabilities, 
an institution which has served the 
city and the country' well for close 
to a centui 7 and a half, which has 
managed to l)e distinctive and eveui 
distinguished without being eli¬ 
tist. 

A few' factual matters. Item: 
Tfie [)roblems related in the article 
conceming the Metropolitan Stu¬ 
dies Progran) are quite accurate, 
but they predate Stiw-hill by a long 
time. Item: The Department of 
Slavic Lpanguages is not being 
phased out as reported by Mr\ 
Stokes, Only the Ph.D. Program in 
the department. Therefore, the 
books being ordered for the library 
for that discipline are not at all 
some moTistrous proof of misman¬ 
agement as Stokes gleefully 
t'eports. ! 

And lastly, just to complete the 
picture (to give the other side, as it 
were!), The Voice chose to run 
alongside this article a short piece 
by a somewhat disgruntled gradu¬ 
ate student in educational psychol¬ 
ogy. Why not pick a more satisfied' 


customer—there are some, you 
know—and most of all, w'hy not a 
liberal arts student, since that*s 
what the Slokes piece was all 
about? Stokes had w'rilten early in 
his article, “You can argue without 
emban-assment that NYU is a 
Good Thing.’* Thanks, Mr. Stokes. 
Thanks, Village Voice. With 
friends like you, we need no en¬ 
emies.

I suspect that Bishop and I would 
come out somewhere near each 
other if lue were the budget- 
makers—that each of us would 
subsidize the liberal arts despite 
their apparent mutiiity, I *s‘uspecL 
too. that we would not subsidize 
Mr. Whipple. 

Bishop believes that Samhill is 
more inclined to Bach than to Mr. 
Whipple. I don't. The evidence he 
offers are some Sawhill state¬ 
ments and a marginal revision in 
the university’s fiscal policy. I 
would have more faith in the first 
had the secotid not been well under 
way prior to Sawhill's coming to 
NYU. 


Finally, if Bishop thinks that ^he 
mere arrival of Sawhill has some¬ 
how eliminated the kind of point¬ 
less academic infighting that 
almost scuttled the Metropolitan 
Studies Program, then I can only 
suggest that in his readings 
Voifaire. he has been paying jar 
too much attention to Dr. Pang- 
bss.

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Face It,W)ody Allen, 
^u’re Not a Schlep Anymore 
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BY VIVIAN GORNICK 

Woody Allen is the only working 
comic in America who can satirize 
Kierkegaard, academic mind- 
fucking, the occult, Impressionist 
painters, hip presidential assas¬ 
sins, and Jewish anxiety* He is an 
intellectual's comic whose movies 
also make it big in Amarillo, 
Texas. He is adored by college 
kids, slapped on the txick by busi¬ 
nessmen, pursued for his auto¬ 
graph by people of all shapes, 
ages, and sexes. His picture has 
been on the cover of Time, and his 
national fame increases daily* 

What is most remarkable about 
Allen is that he comes out of a 
generation of brilliant intellectual 
comics—Mort Sahl, Nichols and 
May, Lenny Bruce-^ll of whom 
have gone under, except for Allen 
himself* He alone has had the 
stamina and control not only to 
survive but to proliferate: his suc¬ 
cess as a nightclub comedian 
flowed into success as a movie¬ 
maker and then into success as a 
writer of satire in the New^ Yorker 
magazine. While Mort Sahl was 
savaging himself, Lenny Bruce 
killing hinnself. and Nichols and 
May giving each other up for big¬ 
ger and better things, Allen's audi¬ 
ences and art remained protean* 

The interesting question is: 
why? Why have all these comic 
geniuses burnt themselves out 
while AJlen alone continues to 
multiply his popularity? Is Allen 
funnier than they were? More in¬ 
ventive, more trenchant, more 
sustainingly brilliant? Is his hu¬ 
mor as in touch today as it was 15 
years ago while theirs is not? Is his 
humor growing and changing, still 
filled with the wild, risky inven¬ 
tiveness that informed his—and 
their—work 15 years ago? And if 
so, does this mean that a consis¬ 
tently intelligent comic can 
achieve enormous box-office suc¬ 
cess in America? 

Allen categorically rejects his 
written satire as the best part of 
his current work* It is stuff he 
tosses off, he says, when he has a 
free moment* It is movies, movies, 
'movies he's up to his psychological 
eyeballs in. To listen to him talk 
about his work is to realize that in 
his mind the Woody Alien persona 
has as much legitimate life as 
Charlie Chaplin's tramp. 

I listened to Woody Allen speak¬ 
ing about his work and his relation 
to it some weeks ago, sitting in his 
livingroom, drinking his cold W'hite 
wine, receiving his gracious and 
really kindly hospitality, and feel¬ 
ing horribly, horribly guilty for 
being there. 

There w^ere some complications 
to my guilt. To begin with, the 
celebrity interview is the most 
illegitimate form of journalism in 
existence. The interviewer asks a 
lot of dumb questions, the subject 
gives a lot of dumb answers, to¬ 
gether they pretend that some 
genuine human exchange is taking 
place, and it is all bullshit from 
beginning to end ... So I had that 
to contend with. 

Then there was the kind of thing 
I had come to discuss with this

Convinced Allen would be anxious atid unkempt, eating tuna fish out of a can, our author 
found him much better looking offscreen than on, with a direct^ extremely sweety and 
altogether kindly, personality.

hated, and twitcinxl over. I had to 
sit there in WcKxly Allen's living-

try to get laid." . . . No, no. It just 
w'OLildirt do.

Unconscioasly, I expt^eted Allen 
to be offscreen exa<1ly as he is 
onscreen* I was wnvinced I w'ould 
find him anxioiLs and mikempt, 
living in thrre iKJvelly rofjms, eat¬ 
ing tuna fi,sh out tjf a can. He is in 
fact—iind of courst»—;it an uni ma¬ 
gi nai>ie distance from that vision. 
He is neat and dean, much Ix^tler- 
looking offscmni than onscreen, in 
analyzt>d command of a txn^sonali- 
ty that Ls direct, extremely sweet, 
and altogether kindly. He lives in 
an Upf)er Kual Side jxn it house 
overlmiking the Park (New- York 
literally wraps itself annind the 
apartment); the nxims go on for¬ 
ever and each of them is richly, 
comfoilably, invitingly furnished. 
(I stood iii the midtile of his living 
room, tuniing round and rotind, 
getting more Jewish by the min¬ 
ute, saying to him, "Did you do all 
this?")

Woody Allen and I are exactly 
the same age and we come, very 
nearly, out of exactly the same 
life* We are both the children of

men like Myron Cohen, Milton 
Berle, Benny Youngman, and Alan 
King: Catskiil Mountain coinedi- | 
ans whose humor was harsh and I 
nisping and had The paradoxical [ 
healing powers of a knife point 
pressed to an open wourul. F'rom ^ 
them Sid Caesar, Mel Brooks, and I 
Buddy Biickett learned, and from ' 
Caesiir, Brooks, and I lackell grew 
Sahl, Bmce, and Allen. Each gen¬ 
eration of these ramies reflected 
the successive state of Jewish as^ 
similation into American life, but 
each of them stili turned in a 
razor-sharp sense on fxdng outside^ 
rather than inside the culture. 

The most potent character- 
istic of the outsider’s humor is: 
the creation of a foil. For most 
Jewish-Arnerican comics the foil 
was goyim and women. Whatever ‘ 
the pc^rsonality of the comedian- 
whet her harsh, soft, intelligent, or j 
anxiety■ ridden—what ren lai ned | 

the sitme in his stable of comedic [ 
effects was the arrogant self-j 
mockery with which hc' destuibed i 
being a Je^w' in tkiylaiid, and TheJ 
Ugly Wife was saddled with as I 
oppostxl to lilt jautiful Girl he 
could never get. These foils, of* 
course, bec'ame, in the hands of an 
aitist of exiiggeration, magnifi-1 
cent, obsessive evocations of eve¬ 
rything that was doing you in, and 
everything tluit was holding out on 
you. Every’ human instance of hu¬ 
miliation became The Goyim; 
evei 7 instance of deprivation was i 
embodied in Getting The Beautiful 
Girl (nr conversely, having The 
Wife oj“ llie Mother-In-Uaw^ hang¬ 
ing from your neck). 

So rich, [x>w'erful, and coherent 
was the irUtanal life from which 
this humor sprang that to this 
day-^ind agaiasl my will—Milton 
E^uie and f fenny Youngman fot'ce 
from me (i^dnfiil laughter. The 
gags are tireadful, the foils an 
embarrassment, but the w'hole ness ' 
out of wit it'll thesi? comics w^ere 
working—that w'orki, tiuil gestalt, 
that ranijilex refei'ence inside 
them^Hs so aimtx'lling, so legiti¬ 
mate. so ret^ogni/iible that I am 
forced to submit to its tc^rms. After 
all, this is wiial made them artists: 
they wert' men of comic genius 
who had internalizrxi |xu'fectly the 
emotional terms of the world in 
w'hich they were creating. 

Those term.s were still fhe terms 
during my formative years. 
Younger, Ixdter educated, more 
Ameiicanized than their parents 
had beem, for Sahl, Bruce, and 
Allen The Goyim w'ere still out 
therx\ and the beautiful shiksa still 
remained an elusive, slightly bitter 
dream. When Mort Sithl strode 
onstage in the early 1960s. slapping 
a rol!ed-up new^pa[)er against his 
thigh and talking with the rapidity 
of a machine-gun alKiut the gov¬ 
ernment, he was, in essence, talk- I 
ing about The Goyim. Conversely, 
when the judge asked Lenny Bruce 
to explain to tiiin the difference 
bctw'een a Jew' and a Goy. Bruce 
answ'cred: *’A Jew' is anyone who 
lives in a city,” And when either of 
tliem talked about W'onien and sex 
the self-mockeiy was transcen¬ 
dent--and the foil, of course, sii- 
vaged.

York City one night iji 1964. a 
small, skinny man w'itft a faceful of 
eyeglasses and anxiety, told three 
jokes about being bullied as a kid 
in Brooklyn and three moix? about 
what a stud he ”really” was, and 
became in an ijistant the apotheo¬ 
sis of the generations of Jew'ish- 
American humor that had gone 
into his making. For me and my 
friends, sitting in the audience at 
the Bitter End that night, he was— 
in a word—Its. Not only was his 
humor eveiything w^e had come 
out of, it WHS e\'erytliing we w'ere 
at that moment. It was all the 
anguish and laughter of people 
grow'ing up smart and anxious, 
huddkxl on the t*dge of a world w'e 
could see but not touch, remaking 
our lives daily in the mythic exag¬ 
geration witli W'hich w'e turned 
every minor encounter into expe¬ 
rience. it was the Bronx and 
Brooklyn with tuilf a dozen Woody 


Allens and Lenny Bruces gathered 
on a street-rarner at every hour of 
the day and night, winter and 
summer, associating wildly, 
madly, hilai'iously to the discre¬ 
pancies between wiiat we had here 
on the comer and wiiat w'e knew 


w'as out there: it w'as a Bickford’s 
full of -Maitv?’ Vt 

huiicheci insiuu a.m. 

ets and the most outrageous fanta¬ 
sies of American bravado; it was 
the people who majored in cafete' 
ria at City College because they 
knew' when you left City it was like 
jumping off a cliff into an oceanful 
of dragons called '*dow'ntowTi.” All 


of that and more was there on the 
stage of the Bitter End that night 
w'ith Woody Allen. The image Allen 
created for me that night—one that 
came into niy mind for years after 
every time his name was men- 
lion^-^'as that of a schleppy 
Jewish kid sitting on the subway. 


afraid of everything, clutching a 
strapful of books to his caved-in 
chest, armed only with his brains 
and his self-consciousness, fanta¬ 
sizing about ail those golden shik- 
Siis—all that America!—-out there, 
and tt'ansforming our worst fears 
about oui'selves into an act of 
recognition tlirough the radiant 
anxiety of his wit. 

Tlie key w'ord for Alien w'as 
anxiety. Bis face, his voice, his 
gags, his sagging shoulders and 
wildly inventive responses—they 
were all filled with it. Ainxiety was 
the juice that electrified him, that 
set him going, and kept him mn- 
ning. And thousands of us drank in 
his anxiety like adrenalin, be¬ 
cause it was the same for us. Half 
in the culture, half out. we too w^ere 
anxious. Milton Berle w'asn’t anx¬ 
ious. he was aggressive—because 
he W'as all the way out. But Woody 
Allen W'as half in and half out—and 


that makes you anxioa.5. It was this 
anxiety that ga%'e Allen his gestalt, 
his persona, the deep inner refer¬ 
ence that makes for wholeness. 
And so strongly did it mirror the 
world inside us that we forgave 
him his old Jewish foils and 
laughed and laughed (The Goyim, 
The Awful Wife, The Beautiful Girl 
He Could Never Make—they w'ere 
all thei'e). 

What w^as most striking about 
Allen’s humor in those years is that 
this Jewish anxiety at the center of 
his w'it touched something alive in 
America at that moment, and it 
went out beyond us. It made Jews 
of gentiles, it made w'omen identify 
with his myopic, disheveled at¬ 
tempts at sexual success, it made 
large, strong people fee) small and 
threatened. It meshed so perfectly 
with the deepest undercurrents of 
feeling in the national life that it 
made outsiders of us all. His 





















































terms, then, were the terms for the 
unassimilated state of anxiety in 
which w*e perpetually live. 

The yeai^ passed, Allen left the 
nightclubs, started making mov- 
ies, and began tobecome a national 
figure. The persona he had created 
on the stage passed onto the movie 
screen, and now' millions laughed 
at w'hat only thousands had 
laughed at before. The running gag 
beneath all his invention about the 
little Jewish schlep from Brooklyn 
who only wants to stay alive and 
get laid was as effective as ever. 
Yet, slowly, slowly, picture by 
picture, I for one, found myself 
laughing less and less. Less and 
less, I felt the u;/iofene,^s behind 
Allen's humor that I had felt in the 
early club years. More and more, I 


always gives off: the feeling that 
the comic is standing out there on 
some dangerous associative edge 
feeling his or her way into un¬ 
known territory'. 

On the other hand, many, many 
people—and I'm one of them—stifl 
say: “Woody Alien. Fantastic, Did 
you t ead 'The Wtioi'e of Mensa'? I 
tell you, the guy's a genius.'* 
Almost inevitably, these days, the 
people I know' who still feel the 
pow'cr of Alien's comic genius at^e 
talking not about his movies but 
about the satire he writes in the 
New' Yorker. There, indeed, one 
feels tremendous point and focus 
to the w'it. There, indeed, is the 
sense of a comic in touch. When 
Allen starts a piece on psychic 
phenomena with the words: 


‘Allen’s persona is missing from 
his written satire. The voice is 
there, but not the schlep, and in 
that absence I find his wit ’ 


found myself laughing at one* 
liners, and walking out of the 
movie feeling strangely empty. 

And then one day I found niyself 
sittmg through a Woody Allen 
movie and not laughing at all The 
movie was “Play It Again, Sam'" 
and halfw'ay through it I realized I 
w'as not only not laughing, I was 
angry and somewhat repelled. 1 
felt as though Td been watching 
Woody Allen tr>' to get laid for 20 
yearsnow',and I did not want to see 
it one more time. Suddenly, the 
joke was old-fashioned and dis¬ 
gusting to me. The obsessive le- 
cher>' startled and antagonized 
me. I found myself identifying w'ith 
the foil rather than with the comic. 
I found myself rejecting the deep¬ 
est references behind the humor; 
the whole thing seemed so desper¬ 
ately beside the point, and out of a 
world that was passing from emo¬ 
tional view,, 

I realized then, with a jolt, that 
the world inside me had altered 
radically, and Woody Allen's 
humor no longer spoke to it. The 
an;QOUS outsider in me could no 
longer be expressed in his unal¬ 
tered terms. I thought: enough 
already, with the goyim and the 
women. Whatever kind of belea¬ 
guered Jew I might still feel my¬ 
self to be it was not the one that 
W'as taking shape up there on the 
screen. And God knows, I could no 
longer find his ridiculing pursuit of 
women funny^ Tlie deep, unspoken 
references vibrating unconscious¬ 
ly in each of us at any given point 
in cultural time, and from which 
all art—comic or otherwise—takes 
its life, no longer had wholeness or 
focus for me in Woody Allen's 
movies. I might still laugh from 
time to time at his gags but they 
were now just gags for me. 

1 thought: it's just me, every¬ 
body else still finds him funny, 
feminism is destroying my sense 
of humor. But it wasn’t true, ev¬ 
erybody else did not still find him 
funny. Especially many of the 
women I knew, they did not find 
him funny. (“Yech,” said one, “a 
pig!" "Woody Allen,” said 
another, “he's a closet hater.” “Oh 
God,” said still another, “he's 
naade millions playing the Jewish 
schlemiel who can't make the girl. 
Am / supposed to pay good money 
to see that happen?”) Many people 
felt that the persona of the Jewish 
schlep had become frozen in time 
and space, that Allen's movies no 
longer had the wild, inventive, 
risk-taking sense that new comedy 


‘'There is no question that there is 
an unseen world. The problem is, 
how far is it midtown and 
how' late is it open?" I can feel the 
laughter shaking through me al- 
ready, and I settle down to a 
susiain€?d piece of comic associa¬ 
tiveness that I know' is going to 
give me pleasure, pure pleasure. It 
is not a series of gags 1 am about to 
be inundated by, it is a piece of 
comic Invention I am about to be 
gratified by; and the success of the 
invention will turn on Allen's accu¬ 
rate apprehension of what's hap¬ 
pening in the w'orld out there as I 
am aclualiy experiencing it. For 
Alien has turned out to be an 
amazing intellectual mimic who 
reads a great deal and, whether he 
understands what he reads or not, 
is able to mimic the intellectual 
sourd of it—and this mainly be¬ 
cause he feels instinctively how 
people out there are living emo¬ 
tionally, right this minute, in rela¬ 
tion to that sound. Here, in the 
w'ritten pieces, I feel the unspoken 
references gathering once more 
into a gestalt out of which the 
humor grows organically. Here, in 
the pieces, I find myself saying 
"He knows, he /cnoios" as I used to 
do so many years ago listening to 
Woody Allen. 

Of course, the most obvious point 
to be made about Allen's written 
satire is that the persona of Woody 
Allen is missing from it. The voice 
of Woody Alien is there, but not the 
girl-chasing schlep that domi¬ 
nates his movies; he's absent; and 
it is in that absence that 1 find 
Allen's wit flourishing and finding 
new roads toward grown h. 

And equally, of course, it is not 
the written satire that is making 
Allen millions of dollars, or mak-. 
ing them love him in Amarillo, 
Texas. It is the movies; which 
most of us who were in the audi¬ 
ence at the Bitter End 10 years ago 
now feel is hack work. 

But I liked Allen so much that he 
must have the last word. By the 
end of our evening together I was 
so distressed with having drunk his 
wine, eaten his dinner, and re¬ 
ceived his warm welcome into his 
home that I found myself saying 
over and over again: “Woody, I'm 
so sorry 1 have to say ail these 
awful things about you!" And he 
kept patting my hand reassuringly 
and saying: “It's alright. I under- 
stand. Really. I do.” 

It was the perfect ending to a 
Woody Alien movie, ' Q,

They're just 
good, and sometimes anonymous, public servants 
who deserv'e a tip of the hat once in a while. 

Barltara Biier: As an assistant to Andrew'

home abuses paid off. At a time w'hen “caring'' is 
less fashionable, she proved it sometimes works.

Nothing can withstand the gooci nature of champagne, and now, when we need it 
most, we've located a few- fine yet still affordable bottles. These days, champagne is 
coming down in price, but since quantity, as well as quality, is important on New 
Year’s, you may well want to opt for one of the less e^q^enslve private brands, some of 
which are an excellent value. A recent tasting of 11 bottles prompted the following 
suggestions: 

1969. $8.75, 
Though hardly well-known, this is a good, light champagne, corning from one of the 
city's best shops for fine, old w'ine.

197D, $5,25. A winner from California, one of the very best our country produces, 
reasonably priced, and possessing a clean, fruity taste, typical of California wines. 

If you can handle the price, try this: definitely the find of 
our tasting, 

l>per l-Iast Side: Sherry-1^-hitmu, 61st Street and Madison: Marcel Champagne N.V. 
$8.00. A well-selected, full-bodied, dry champigne with good effervescence. 

Lppt*r West Silk': 67th StretH Liquor, 179 Colutiihus Avenue: Jean de Plessis, 1971. $5. 
Not a real champagne, but a good, sparkling w ine produced in the same manner in a 
neighlMjring region. More fruity, less austere, 

tile YiMage: Heritage Liquor, 67 East 9th Street: Moef & Chandofi N. V. White Label 
$9.90: Hie name speaks for itself and. here, at a good price. 

And finally, if you'\^e got the money, spend New^ Year's Eve with a bottle of what 
may well be the finest champigne made: Bollinger R.D : 1964 or older. A rarity. Ten 
years in the cask, then aging in the bottle produces a champigne that Ls fresh yet 
complex, w'ith overlays of time and great breeding, $17. Not w'idcly available but 
worth the search.

LIGHTER-THAr 


Watch an indoor model airplane builder in a space with a 
ceiling more than 20 feet high: his eyes rise to the heights as 
his forefingers begin the habitual ritual of picking glue from 
his thumbs. He will be one of perhaps a thousand people in 
the world fascinated by the gyrations of extraordinarily 
light-weight structures (an international "FAI" class plane 
with a 26-iiich wing span will weigh little more than a gram) 
flying for w'hat seems interminable i>eriods {often approach¬ 
ing 40 minutes) in enclos^kl spaces. Indoor flyers are usually 
middle-aged or nearing it. A few younger people fly, usually 
the sons of friends of indoor flyers. The women are usually 
preteenage girls not w-anting to be left out on a family out¬ 
ing. 

Fora spectator, indoor flying has to be one of the world's 
most boring spectacles. After the wonder of the planes as 
exceedingly beautiful and delicate structures, their flight 
seems anticlimactic: they're so light it's a wonder they come 
down at all. 

An indoor model builder develops his skills through the 
systematic pursuit of progressively more difficult building 
projects. From the simplest and sturdiest EZB covered with 
condenser paper (the lightest of tissues) to the Penny Plane 
spanning iS inches, weighing no more than a U.S. penny and 
covered with the gossamer polycarbonate films, he w'orks 
toward the ne plus ultra of “indoor," the FAI (Federation 
Aeronautique Internationale) class. With wing spars mea¬ 
sured in thousandths of an inch, the wings must be braced 
with wires so fine they are all but invisible. The tube which 
makes up the fuselage is railed from balsa w'ood less than 
one-sixty-fourth of an inch thick. Long thin strands of rubber, 
requiring up to 40 minutes to unwind, turn the spidery 
propellers. The FAI plane is covered with a film the modeler 
makes by pouring an acetate solution on water, measuring 
its thinness by the colors refracted as the light hits its sur¬ 
face. 

For relief from the nerve-wracking handling and flying 
of such delicate things, indoor modelers build and fly two 
other types of planes: flying scale models are really no less 
finely built but because they are miniature replicas of 
full-scale aircraft they tend to be sturdier, heavier, and fly 
for shorter periods of time (up to three minutes). Their flight 
in an architecturally familiar space can be mind-boggling for 
they are often quite realistic and seem, in their circling flight 
patterns, to be in search of a way out of an unfamiliar envi¬ 
ronment, , 

Hand-launched gliders are a violent and physically 
taxing form of indoor flying. In high-ceilinged spaces such as 
the old dirigible hangers at Lakehurst, New Jersey, a glider 
will be flung to more than 100 feet high to circle for more than

It’s the end of a long, hard day for Twyla 
Tharp. Slices just spent seven straight 
houi's iphearsing Mikhail Baiyshnikov, 
hhinine van liainel and a large ensemble 
from American I^diet Theati't* for her new^ 
Haydn ballet, Slie's bet^n on this schedule 
since early Novernber and I imagine she'll 
be at it until the pn-micr^ on January 9. 
Like all of works, this one is inciedibly 
c^oniplicated—e\'ery'body doing different 
steps, haid ones, on different counts, and it 
all has to come out looking as elegant and 
effoilless as Haydn sounds. By 6:30 p-tn., 
Tharp*s nerves are taut, ^uyshnikov 
iiiutter^ "It's impossible/’ Tharp smiles 
tightl>/wfits for him to complain 
liiniseif out so that he can get on with he 


work, which is to take care that a series of 
jumps follows a steeply arched path. But 
another dancer's question about W'hcther a 
phrase will take her far enough onto the 
stage from the wing breaks Tharp's 
temper in two.

The equation of beauty with truth and 
the worship of woman as its vision is 
tiresome and oppressive; so is its corol¬ 
lary: dismissal of women as inherently 
inferior human l^eings.

Carol Kane’s unprevaricating presence 
in "Hester Street" is reminiscent of the 
silent cinema, where actors W'ith pow'- 
dered faces and darken£?d eyes wordlessly 
embodied an idea.
